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REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

Chicago,  December  31,  1912 

To  His  Excellency,  Charles  S.  Deneen 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Illinois,  Springfield,  Illinois: 

Sir:  In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act  entitled: 
u  An  Act  to  encourage  and  promote  the  establishment  of  free  public 
libraries  in  cities,  villages,  and  towns  in  this  State"  (Illinois), 
approved  June  17,  1891,  under  which  this  corporation  is 
organized,  the  Trustees  of  The  Newberry  Library  herewith 
transmit  their  twenty-first  annual  report  of  the  history  and 
operations  of  the  Library  for  the  year  191 2. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report  the  Board  has  lost  one  of 
its  valued  charter  members,  General  Walter  Cass  Newberry, 
who  died  July  20,  191 2.  The  expression  of  their  sense  of  this 
loss  is  recorded  on  another  page.  The  complete  list  of  the 
present  Trustees  and  officers,  together  with  a  list  of  the  Trustees 
from  the  organization  of  the  Library  in  1892  to  191 2,  is  given, 
as  usual,  in  the  accompanying  pages. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian,  appended  hereto, 
presents  in  detail  a  description  of  the  work  and  activities  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  Library  for  the  past  year,  including 
its  general  administration,  accessions,  number  of  periodicals, 
attendance  and  use  of  the  Library,  a  list  of  current  serials,  with 
the  names  of  donors  and  their  respective  gifts. 

I  may  mention  as  a  gratifying  feature  the  continued  increase 
in  the  number  of  books  issued  to  readers,  a  sure  evidence  of 
the  steadily  growing  usefulness  of  our  collection  to  scholars  and 
the  general  public. 

In  addition  to  the  acknowledgments  which  have  been 
officially  made  to  the  several  donors  of  books  to  the  Library, 
the  Trustees  would,  in  this  report,  express  their  appreciation 
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of  the  thoughtfulness  that  has  made  this  institution  the  recipient 

of  their  gifts. 

A  statement  of  the  assets  of  The  Newberry  Library,  on 

December  31,  1912,  with  the  real  estate;   also  the  expenditures 

for  books,  pamphlets,  maps,  and  fittings  of  the  Library,  from 

its  foundation  to  date,  will  be  found  as  an  appendix  to  this 

report.

WALTER  CASS  NEWBERRY 

1835-1912 

The  Trustees  of  The  Newberry  Library  place  upon  their 
minutes  this  memorial  of  Walter  Cass  Newberry,  their  friend 
and  associate,  who  died  July  20,  191 2. 

Walter  Cass  Newberry  was  born  at  Waterville,  New  York, 
December  23,  1835.  He  was  the  son  of  Amasa  L.  Newberry, 
and  the  nephew  of  Walter  L.  Newberry,  the  Founder  of  this 
Library. 

After  completing  his  education  he  entered  the  commercial 
house  of  his  uncle  Oliver  Newberry  of  Detroit.  In  1861  he 
enlisted  in  the  Civil  War  as  a  private  in  the  Eighty-first  New 
York  Infantry  and  was  rapidly  promoted  until,  on  March  31, 
1865,  he  was  brevetted  a  brigadier-general  for  gallantry  at 
Dinwiddie  Courthouse,  where  he  was  severely  wounded.  After 
the  war  he  resided  in  the  South,  and  was  mayor  of  Petersburg, 
Virginia.  In  1876  he  came  to  Chicago  and  was  appointed 
Postmaster  in  1888-89  and  was  elected  to  the  Fifty-second 
Congress  of  the  United  States  1891-93. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  The  Newberry  Library  and 
rendered  it  valuable  service.  The  Trustees  testify  to  the  loss 
the  Library  has  sustained  by  his  death  and  express  their  admira- 
tion of  the  services  he  rendered  his  country  as  a  soldier  and  a 
citizen. 


REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Newberry  Library: 

Gentlemen:  Herewith  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the 
report  of  the  Librarian  for  the  calendar  year  191 2.  The  statis- 
tics given  in  the  body  of  this  report  and  in  the  appendices  are 
taken  from  the  official  records  as  currently  kept  and  maintained 
by  the  assistants  in  the  several  departments  of  the  Library. 

INCREASE   OF  THE   LIBRARY 

The  program  for  the  year  with  respect  to  purchases  was  laid 
down  by  the  Committee  on  Books  at  its  meeting  on  February 
26,  191 2,  and  the  subjects  and  general  character  of  the  book 
lists  to  be  prepared  during  191 2  decided  upon.  Accordingly, 
forty-two  lists  of  carefully  selected  titles  have  been  compiled 
in  the  Librarian's  office,  submitted  to  the  Committee,  and 
received  their  approval.  These  lists  comprised  approximately 
3,505  titles,  representing  4,515  volumes  whose  estimated  cost  was 
$26,562.63.  The  subject-matter  of  the  chief  special  lists  was 
(1)  Bibliography  and  the  History  of  Printing,  (2)  Philosophy  and 
Psychology,  (3)  English  Literature  of  the  Fifteenth  and  Six- 
teenth Centuries,  (4)  Sixteenth-,  Seventeenth-,  and  Eighteenth- 
Century  English  Translations  of  Greek,  Latin,  Italian,  French, 
and  Spanish  Classics,  (5)  American  Civil  War,  (6)  Writings  of 
Thomas  Taylor,  the  Platonist,  (7)  Recent  Foreign  Works  on 
History,  Language,  Literature,  and  the  Fine  Arts.  In  November 
the  Book  Committee  approved  bids  on  a  number  of  important 
works  which  were  to  be  sold  in  the  fourth  portion  of  the  Robert 
Hoe  Library,  and  a  good  proportion  of  them  were  secured. 
Others  have  since  been  acquired  from  other  sources.  The  lists 
made  up  of  titles  selected  from  recent  or  newly  published  books  in 
English  represented  every  subject  within  the  scope  of  the  Library. 
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To  the  Edward  E.  Ayer  Americana  Collection  two  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  items  have  been  added  under  Mr.  Ayer's  direc- 
tion. Among  them  is  an  interesting  Aztec  picture  chronicle 
of  the  sixteenth  century,  painted  on  ten  leaves  of  maguey  paper. 
It  has  been  tentatively  named  the  Codex  Pingret  after  the  French 
artist  Pingret,  who  first  brought  it  from  Mexico  about  the  year 
1854.  It  contains  a  list  of  towns,  and  is,  in  a  sense,  a  record 
of  early  missions,  for  every  town  is  shown  to  contain  a  temple 
and  every  such  temple  save  one  has  a  cross  upon  it.  The  manu- 
script additions  of  the  year  include  two  volumes  of  documents 
and  letters  relating  to  the  Spanish  conquest  of  America,  copied 
from  the  "Coleccion  de  Munoz"  in  the  Royal  Library  at  Madrid; 
these  volumes  were  formerly  in  the  possession  of  Sir  Arthur 
Helps,  the  historian  of  the  Spanish  Conquest.  Among  the 
printed  books  acquired  was  a  set  of  seven  different  editions 
of  Columbus'  first  letter  (originally  printed  in  1493)  reproduced 
in  facsimile  by  Adam  Pilinski  for  Henry  Harrisse.  Harrisse 
had  intended  to  reprint  a  limited  number  of  copies  of  each  of 
these  editions,  accompanied  by  a  French  translation  and  bib- 
liographical notes,  but  his  project  never  progressed  farther  than 
the  preparation  of  these  seven  facsimiles  by  Pilinski. 

Among  the  gifts  of  the  year  mention  may  be  made  of  the 
following : 

From  the  Hon.  E.  W.  Blatchford,  LL.D.:  twenty-four 
bound  volumes  of  classified  clippings  and  special  articles  on 
bibliography  and  the  history  of  libraries. 

From  Mr.  Bryan  Lathrop:  six  very  interesting  examples 
of  seventeenth-  and  eighteenth-  century  European  bindings, 
including  three  Missals  printed  in  Italy  and  bound  in  velvet 
with  silver  ornaments. 

From  Mr.  John  D.  Wild,  of  Chicago:  forty-five  works  of 
a  religious  or  theological  nature,  including  several  American 
imprints  prior  to  1800. 

From  Mrs.  Cyrus  H.  McCormick:  forty-five  volumes  relat- 
ing to  music  and  the  biography  of  musicians. 

From  Dr.  Charles  Adams:  Theater  moral  dc  la  vida  humana, 
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Amberes,  1733;  N.  Bailey,  Dictionarium  Britannicum,  second 
edition,  London,  1736;  Edward  Phillips,  New  World  of  Words, 
London,  1706,  and  thirteen  other  volumes. 

A  total  of  8,580  new  acquisitions — volumes,  pamphlets, 
broadsides,  manuscripts,  etc. — was  entered  in  the  General 
Accession  Record  during  1912.  On  January  1,  1913,  the  Library 
contained  342,557  pieces  of  printed,  manuscript,  and  graphic 
material,  ready  for  use  by  students,  investigators,  or  readers.

PUBLIC   SERVICE   AND   USE 

Attendance. — The  Library  was  open  307  days,  and  the  number 
of  readers  to  whom  books  were  issued  in  the  several  public 
rooms  was  71,074. 

Books  used. — The  number  of  volumes  recorded  as  used  or 
consulted  by  readers  was  110,278,  an  increase  of  3,199  over  the 
previous  year.  The  accompanying  tables  show  the  statistical 
details  of  this  recorded  book  use,  but  no  account  is  kept  of  the 
use  made  of  the  large  number  of  volumes  on  open  shelves  to 
which  the  public  have  free  access. 

Mail  and  telephone. — We  have  answered  1,131  telephone 
calls  for  information,  or  557  more  than  last  year.  These 
inquiries  have  been  of  the  most  diverse  kind  and  character, 
ranging  from  the  simplest  kind  of  subject-matter  to  topics  or 
questions  requiring  several  hours'  investigation  on  the  part 
of  the  library  assistants.  The  number  of  letters  typewritten 
and  mailed  from  the  Librarian's  office  in  response  to  inquiries 
and   requests   for   information  was  286.*    All   of   these   ques-

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tions  thus  answered  likewise  involved  an  appreciable  amount 
of  time  and  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  Library  staff. 
Each  one  of  the  replies  constituted  reference  service  of  an 
important  character  to  the  individuals  who  desired  the  infor- 
mation. 

Exhibitions. — Three  special  exhibits  have  been  arranged  and 
displayed  in  the  Exhibition  Room,  and  all  have  attracted  intel- 
ligent interest  from  those  capable  of  appreciating  them  and 
understanding  their  literary,  artistic,  and  cultural  value.  The 
spring  exhibition  was  in  commemoration  of  the  one-hundredth 
anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Charles  Dickens.  It  was  made  up 
of  a  collection  of  rare  first  editions  of  his  most  famous  works, 
just  as  they  were  originally  issued,  with  the  well-known  illustra- 
tions by  Browne,  Cruikshank,  Cattermole,  etc.,  autograph 
letters  of  Dickens,  proof-sheets  with  his  manuscript  corrections 
and  changes,  and  a  beautiful  set  of  six  hundred  and  ninety-eight 
water  color  sketches  of  characters  in  the  novels,  done  by  Joseph 
Clayton  Clark.  This  material  was  loaned  to  the  Library  by  Mr. 
Walter  M.  Hill,  of  Chicago.  During  the  summer  months  it  was 
our  privilege  to  show  the  fine  and  in  some  respects  unique  col- 
lection of  original  etchings  and  lithographs  by  James  McNeil 
Whistler  owned  by  Mr.  Bryan  Lathrop,  who  generously  loaned 
them  to  us  and  provided  an  excellent  printed  catalogue  of  them. 
The  fall  exhibition  was  composed  of  a  selection  from  our  Illumi- 
nated Manuscripts,  European,  Arabic,  Hebrew,  Chinese, 
Japanese,  etc. 

Publications. — The  publications  of  the  year  have  been: 
(i)  "Report  of  the  Trustees  of  The  Newberry  Library  for  the 
year  1911,"  48  pages;  (2)  "The  Arabic  and  Turkish  Manu- 
scripts in  The  Newberry  Library,  Described  by  Duncan  Black 
Macdonald,  D.D.,"  24  pages;  (3)  "Narratives  of  Captivity 
among  the  Indians  of  North  America,  A  list  of  books  and 
manuscripts  on  this  subject  in  the  Edward  E.  Ayer  Collection 
of  The  Newberry  Library,"  130  pages.  The  two  special  publi- 
cations have  been  very  well  received  and  favorably  commented 
on  by  those  competent  to  judge  them. 
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CATALOGUES   AND   INDEXES 

Official  Author  Catalogue. — For  this  catalogue  there  have 
been  prepared  during  the  year  9,010  cards  for  7,355  volumes  of 
new  accessions  and  721  analytical.  Of  the  4,794  titles  which 
these  volumes  represented,  1,582  or  about  25  per  cent  were  in 
foreign  languages.  The  cataloguers  who  did  this  work  also 
prepared  8,309  duplicate  cards  for  these  current  accessions  for 
insertion  in  the  new  Public  Author  Catalogue  now  in  process  of 
compilation  by  a  different  group  of  workers.  Revision  work  on 
the  Official  Author  Catalogue  comprised  the  consolidation  of 
3,685  small  sized  slips  with  the  standard  sized  cards,  bringing 
the  consolidated  alphabet  of  authors'  names  down  to  "Smith" 
— and  3,848  old  cards  were  removed  for  corrections  or  the  addi- 
tion of  new  data  and  then  refiled  in  the  cabinets.  This  catalogue 
now  contains  approximately  177,000  cards. 

New  Author  Catalogue. — This  catalogue,  which  is  being 
prepared  under  a  special  appropriation  made  by  the  Board,  is 
also  in  card  form  and  is  intended  for  the  use  of  the  public,  taking 
the  place  of  the  old  public  dictionary  catalogue  in  Indexer  Books 
which  the  Board  ordered  discontinued  three  years  ago.  Its 
compilation  will  involve  the  recataloguing  of  approximately 
300,000  volumes  so  far  as  can  be  estimated  from  existing  library 
records.  In  spite  of  numerous  handicaps,  good  progress  on  this 
catalogue  has  been  made  by  the  four  workers  engaged  in  its 
preparation  under  the  direction  of  the  Head  Cataloguer.  On 
January  1,  1913,  it  contained  39,787  cards  representing  36,439 
volumes  and  4,021  "analyticals."  The  number  of  volumes 
recatalogued  during  191 2  was  15,967,  an  increase  of  4,903 
over  191 1. 

Library  of  Congress  "  proof -slip"  catalogue. — This  important 
aid  to  our  bibliographical  and  cataloguing  work  is  growing 
rapidly,  49,534  slips  having  been  alphabetized  and  filed  since 
the  date  of  the  last  report.  Since  the  establishment  of  this 
catalogue  on  January  1,  1910,  140,407  slips  have  been  incor- 
porated in  it.  Every  new  book  coming  into  the  Library, 
whether  by  purchase  or  gift,  is  first  looked  up  in  these  slips,  and 
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if  it  is  found  to  have  been  catalogued  by  the  Library  of  Congress 
their  printed  cards  are  at  once  ordered  for  it.  In  this  way  cards 
were  secured  for  32  per  cent  of  the  titles  catalogued  during  1912. 
As  an  instrument  for  the  saving  of  time  and  labor,  and  as  a  source 
of  most  valuable  bibliographical  data,  the  value  of  this  catalogue 
is  vastly  in  excess  of  its  cost  of  maintenance  and  increase,  which 
at  present  is  about  $300  per  annum. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  and  cost  of  the  printed 
cards  bought  from  the  Library  of  Congress  since  we  began  the 
use  and  adaptation  of  them  three  years  ago.  They  have  been 
acquired  for  the  following  purposes:  (1)  for  the  current  cata- 
loguing of  newly  acquired  books,  both  purchases  and  gifts,  (2) 
for  use  in  the  recataloguing  work  in  connection  with  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  new  Public  Author  Catalogue,  (3)  for  books  not  yet 
reached  in  the  recataloguing  process,  (4)  for  books  in  the  Edward 
E.  Ayer  Americana  Collection,  the  titles  of  which  must  eventu- 
ally appear  in  the  Public  Author  Catalogue,  as  well  as  in  the 
special  catalogue  of  this  collection.

In  his  report  for  1905,  Mr.  Herbert  Putnam,  Librarian  of 
Congress,  said:  "The  saving  to  a  library  by  the  purchase  of  our 
cards  over  the  cost  of  cataloguing  independently  the  books  which 
they  represent  and  printing  or  otherwise  manifolding  the  cards 
for  them  is  estimated  to  be  from  four  to  seven  times  the  price 
they  pay  us."  If  we  take  the  number  five  to  represent  the  sav- 
ing to  us  through  our  purchase  of  these  154,000  cards,  the  result 
expressed  in  figures  would  represent  a  saving  of  at  least  $6,000 
in  our  case.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  I  am  confident  the  saving  will 
reach  a  very  much  larger  sum.  The  printed  cards  are  also  an 
important  element  in  lessening  the  time  between  the  receipt  of 
new  books  and  their  placement  on  the  shelves  for  readers'  use. 
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Official   Name   List. — In   the   catalogues   of   large   libraries 
there  are  certain  to  be  hundreds  of  instances  of  different  authors 
bearing   the   same   name.     Again,   many   writers   have   borne 
different  names  or  used  different  forms  of  their  name  during 
their  lifetime;    or,  authorities  will  widely  differ  in  the  spelling 
of  an  author's  name.    Consequently,  whenever  a  name  (whether 
personal  or  corporate)  appears  for  the  first  time  in  the  course 
of  cataloguing  or  recataloguing  a  collection,  the  Library  must 
decide  with  great  care  what  form  of  that  name  shall  be  officially 
adopted  for  use  in  all  its  catalogues  and  in  its  cataloguing  prac- 
tice.    The  identity  of  the  bearer  of  the  name  must  be  clearly 
established,  and,  if  necessary,  biographical  data  added  after 
his  name  on  the  catalogue  card  in  order  that  his  writings  may 
not  be  confused  with  those  of  another  author  of  like  Christian 
name  and  surname.     The  research  necessary  to  establish  these 
facts  is  frequently  prolonged  and  laborious,  and  common  sense 
dictates  that  the  results  of  such  effort  should  be  preserved  and 
its  repetition  rendered  unnecessary.     Hence  the  necessity  for 
what  is  called  the  "Name  List,"  i.e.,  the  official  record  of  all 
decisions  as  to  the  form  of  an  author's  name  as  used  in  the  cata- 
logues of  a  particular  library,  and  reference  to  the  authorities 
and  sources  upon  which   the  decision  was  based.     In   some 
libraries  the  Official  Catalogue  can  be  made  to  do  duty  as  the 
Name  List,  but  we  found  it  impracticable  to  do  this  on  account 
of  the  present  lack  of  uniformity  in  the  author  entries  in  our 
Official  Catalogue.     It  was  also  deemed  unwise  to  try  to  use  the 
new  Public  Author  Catalogue  for  this  purpose  because  that 
catalogue  will  eventually  be  placed  in  another  part  of  the  build- 
ing quite  removed  from  the  catalogue  department,  and  the  Name 
List  is  a  tool  which  cataloguers  must  have  constantly  under  their 
hands.     Accordingly,  when  we  began  our  recataloguing  in  April, 
1910,  we  simultaneously  commenced  the  creation  and  compila- 
tion of  an  Official  Name  List,  definitely  recording  once  for  all 
our  decisions  as  to  the  forms  of  authors'  names,  the  manner 
of  spelling  them,  the  data  necessary  to  differentiate  two  or  more 
bearers  of   the   same  name,   cross-references  from  forms  not 
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adopted  but  under  which  a  reader  might  first  look,  etc.  The 
list  now  numbers  25,089  entries,  9,170  of  which  have  been  added 
this  year. 

As  an  additional  aid  in  determining  the  correct  or  best 
forms  of  authors'  names,  the  Library  subscribes  for  all  cross- 
reference  name  cards  printed  by  the  Library  of  Congress  which 
show  their  practice  in  this  important  matter. 

Classed  Subject  Catalogue. — The  classification  department 
reports  that  it  has  classified  a  total  of  13,034  volumes  and  pam- 
phlets, an  increase  of  1,602  over  last  year.  Subject  entries 
and  cross-references  to  the  number  of  9,820  have  been  prepared, 
and  the  19,640  typewritten  and  mounted  slips  representing 
them  have  been  inserted  in  the  Indexer  Books,  the  form  in  which 
the  Subject  Catalogue  is  maintained.  In  addition,  7,690 
subject  entries  are  ready  to  be  mounted  and  inserted,  and  steady 
progress  on  their  final  arrangement  is  being  made  daily. 

Alphabetical  Index  to  the  Subject  Catalogue. — The  order  in 
which  subjects  follow  one  another  in  the  Classed  Subject  Cata- 
logue is  a  "logical"  or  "systematic"  and  not  an  alphabetical 
one.  But  since  it  is  obviously  not  possible  to  expect  either  the 
public  or  the  library  assistants  to  know  or  remember  the  exact 
order  in  which  some  30,000  subject  divisions  may  occur,  an 
alphabetical  index  of  them  is  a  necessity  for  the  public  service 
as  well  as  for  important  technical  purposes  connected  with  the 
compilation  of  the  Subject  Catalogue  itself.  Hitherto,  this 
Index  has  been  kept  in  a  bound  volume  form  which,  with 
certain  conveniences,  at  the  same  time  had  some  marked  dis- 
advantages. During  191 2  these  disadvantages  have  been  swept 
away  by  the  entire  reconstruction  of  the  Index  into  card  form 
and  the  installation  of  the  cards  in  a  cabinet  similar  to  those 
used  for  the  card  catalogue  of  author  entries.  This  work  was 
begun  on  July  1  and  finished  December  20,  1912.  The  total 
number  of  subject  headings  and  cross-references  copied  is  esti- 
mated at  29,000.  The  average  number  of  cards  typewritten 
per  hour  by  the  skilled  assistant  engaged  for  this  work  was 
seventy-five.     This  Index,  after  some  slight  revision,  will  soon 
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be  placed  in  the  General  Reading  Room  for  public  use,  and  by 
means  of  it,  anyone  will  be  enabled  to  ascertain  readily  whether 
or  not  the  Library  possesses  books  on  a  particular  subject, 
where  in  the  Subject  Catalogue  they  are  listed,  and  in  what 
portion  of  the  building  they  may  be  found. 

Serial  Record. — This  is  a  record  kept  in  loose-leaf  form  of  all 
periodicals  currently  received  by  gift  or  purchase.  Every  num- 
ber of  each  of  these  serials  must  be  carefully  recorded  and  fol- 
lowed through  its  various  stages  of  use  right  up  to  the  point 
where,  enough  numbers  having  been  issued,  they  may  be  per- 
manently bound  in  volume  form.  The  assistant  who,  m  addition 
to  other  duties,  maintains  this  record  reports  that  during  191 2 
he  made  the  necessary  entries  for  17,057  current  numbers  of 
1,006  periodical  publications,  which,  when  bound,  will  make  up 
into  1,259  volumes.  Of  the  898  serials  which  are  not  United 
States  Government  publications,  380  are  published  in  the 
United  States,  and  518  have  their  origin  in  thirty-one  foreign 
countries.  The  average  cost  of  binding  these  periodicals  whether 
in  cloth  or  leather,  folio  or  octavo,  is  $1 .  10  per  volume. 

Genealogical  Index. — There  have  been  inserted  in  this  Index 
14,560  typewritten,  mounted  entries,  and  there  are  11,280 
more  ready  for,  and  in  process  of,  insertion.  The  Index  as  a 
whole  now  comprises  1,190  folio  volumes  containing  660,630 
entries.  We  have  on  hand  11,521  unmounted  typewritten 
entries,  and  manuscript  copy  for  approximately  39,209  ready 
for  typing.  As  reported  last  year,  all  work  involved  in  the 
compilation  and  upkeep  of  this  invaluable  aid  to  genealogical 
investigation  is  done  in  time  that  would  otherwise  be  unutilized 
—it  is  a  subsidiary  and  not  a  principal  activity  in  the  routine 
work  of  the  institution. 

BINDING 

The  bindery,  as  usual,  has  been  one  of  the  most  active  and 
efficient  departments  of  the  Library.  A  total  of  4,028  volumes 
have  been  newly  bound,  of  which  1,985  were  bound  in  cloth, 
1,950  in  half  morocco,  and  93  in  pigskin.  Besides  this,  6,032 
volumes  had  their  class  marks  gilded  on  their  backs,  19,458 
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plates,  maps,  charts,  etc.,  were  mounted  or  "guarded"  on 
cloth,  727  pamphlets  were  put  into  "Newberry"  bindings,  and 
a  very  considerable  amount  of  repairing  and  miscellaneous  work 
done.  All  the  standard  cards  used  in  cataloguing  were  cut  and 
punched  in  the  bindery,  and  the  typewritten  entries  for  the 
Classed  Subject  Catalogue  were  there  pasted,  mounted,  and  cut 
to  the  size  necessary  for  insertion  in  the  Indexer  Books. 

CHANGES  WITHIN  THE  BUILDING 

Between  July  and  November  several  important  changes 
were  made  within  the  Library  building.  The  large  room  on 
the  first  floor  at  the  east  end  of  the  building,  hitherto  occupied 
by  the  cataloguing  staff  and  containing  the  bibliographical 
collections,  was  stripped  of  its  contents  and  turned  over  to  the 
contractors  for  the  erection  therein  of  the  first  half  of  a  two- 
story  metal  book  stack.  The  cataloguers  were  transferred  to 
an  unoccupied  room  on  the  third  floor  where  they  carried  on 
their  work  under  very  crowded  and  trying  conditions  for  several 
months.  The  installation  of  the  metal  stack  was  completed  on 
August  25.  Three  days  later  the  removal  of  the  Department  of 
Arts  and  Letters  from  its  former  quarters  on  the  second  floor  to 
the  newly  equipped  room  on  the  first  floor  was  begun.  This  work 
involved  the  orderly  handling  and  transfer  of  43,401  volumes  and 
was  most  cheerfully  and  loyally  done  by  our  janitor  force  and 
the  men  of  the  library  staff  during  two  of  the  hottest  and  most 
exhausting  weeks  of  the  summer.  Everything  progressed  exactly 
as  planned  out  beforehand,  and  at  any  time  during  the  moving 
any  book  wanted  by  readers  could  be  supplied  them. 

During  October,  the  Newspaper  Collection  (3,698  volumes) 
was  removed  from  the  third  floor  to  new  quarters  in  the  base- 
ment. The  roller-shelf  cases  in  which  they  had  been  shelved 
were  all  taken  apart  by  carpenters  and  set  up  again  in  the  new 
room.  No  new  cases  were  required.  An  inventory  of  the  news- 
papers was  taken  during  their  removal;  no  volumes  were  missing, 
but  several  stray  ones  were  found  out  of  position  and  were 
restored  to  their  proper  location. 
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In  November  the  former  Arts  and  Letters  room  was  newly 
equipped  and  arranged  for  the  departments  of  cataloguing, 
accessions,  and  classification.  The  advantages  of  the  new  room 
are  thus  summarized  by  the  Head  Cataloguer:  "(a)  Better 
natural  light,  (b)  improved  ventilation,  (c)  more  space  between 
desks,  (d)  space  for  additional  workers  when  needed,  (e)  increased 
shelf  capacity  for  books  in  process,  (f)  more  table  space  for  con- 
sulting catalogues  and  reference  books,  (g)  a  greatly  improved 
system  of  artificial  lighting  (the  indirect  system).  The  latter 
is  an  important  change  for  the  better :  the  even  glow  throughout 
the  entire  room,  the  absence  of  shadows,  and  the  relief  from 
the  glare  of  the  direct  lights,  all  have  excited  the  most  favorable, 
comment." 

These  changes  in  the  arrangement  of  our  collections  form 
the  first  steps  in  the  plan  adopted  by  the  Board  early  in  the  year, 
looking  toward  the  adequate  and  economic  shelving  of  the  books 
now  in  the  Library  and  provision  for  those  it  expects  to  add 
during  the  next  five  years. 

LIBRARY   STAFF 

It  is  again  both  a  duty  and  a  pleasure  to  bear  witness  to 
the  loyalty  and  co-operation  of  the  members  of  the  staff  to  the 
best  interest  and  welfare  of  the  institution  in  all  its  activities. 
The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  represents  on  their 
part  far  more  than  a  mere  perfunctory  and  correct  discharge 
of  their  respective  duties.  They  have  put  the  best  of  them- 
selves into  their  work,  and  have  exhibited  a  fine  spirit  of  help- 
fulness and  a  willing  devotion  that  are  most  admirable,  and  of 
which  their  present  chief  is  deeply  and  gratefully  appreciative.
